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AVIS protects a treasure in the center of town

Sprucing up the trail on the 
Collins Reservation is one of the 
early summer projects planned 
by AVIS (Andover Village 
Improvement Society). Wardens 
Milton Cole and John Rich 
intend to improve part of the 
existing trail and to cut an 
adjoining new trail, which will 
make a loop possible. Located off 
Pine Street, abutting Lucerne 
Drive and Merrimack College, 
the Collins Reservation current- 
ly has 800 feet of trail, with more 
proposed on 4.6 acres of land. 
The reservation was given to 
AVIS in 1982 by Helen Collins 
Dooley. - 

I was unable to speak with 
Mrs. Dooley, as she is now a resi- 
dent of a nursing home, but her 
daughter, Margaret Roberts, a 
life-long resident of Pine Street, 
told me fascinating stories of the 
early history of this-street, which 
was constructed in 1902. 
Through her genealogical 
research, she knows the names 
of many of the early residents 
and has followed changes that 
have come over the years. 

Mrs. Roberts said her mother 
donated the lane because she 
loved the woods and animals and 
never wanted to see her woods 
destroyed by building. 

The AVIS section of her moth- 
er’s acreage was part of a 25-acre 
farm extending from Summer 
Street to the currént AVIS prop- 
erty, including Pine Street. The 
farm was owned by Mrs. 
Roberts’ great-grandfather, Mor- 
ris Collins. The Collins’ five 
daughters each built a home 
along the lane that later became 
Pine Street. 

The pond on the property was 
kept clear to provide water for 
cattle and though it is hard to 
believe, the now swampy acres

were meadows cut for hay. In the 
many years since the farm was 
abandoned, a lovely stand of tall 
pines has grown up. A brook 
runs through the property and 
there are remnants of an old 
cranberry bog. Swamp flowers 
and hardwood trees are also evi- 
dent. 

The Collins Reservation is 
especially valued as it is rare to 
have protected land near the cen- 
ter of town. 

Many changes have come to 
the woodlands since the last 
AVIS news in April commenting 
on early signs of spring. For one 
thing, mosquitoes are in full 
strength. Walking in the woods 


requires full armor, but the - 


effort is rewarding. 

Watch for showy lady slip- 
pers, often called moccasin flow- 
ers, but don’t be tempted to pick 
these beautiful plants as they 
only propagate by dropping their 
seeds. Tiny, shiny, two-blos- 
somed star flowers grow at their 
feet. Deep yellow marsh 
marigolds that lent splashes of 
color to the swamp lands are 
nearly gone, but bluets still 
sprinkle the fields with blue col- 
or. These late spring flowers will 
soon be replaced by summer 
varieties, such as the water lily, 
beginning to blossom at the Gold- 
smith Woodlands.

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Bingo for 
Senator O’Brien 


Senator John D. O’Brien, D- 


Andover, recently sponsored an out- 
side section to the state budget to 
amend current laws governing the 
prize money awarded in bingo games, 
He offered this amendment to rectify a 
problem that the Andover Senior Cen- 
ter had experienced with the Lottery 
Commission concerning the games at 
the center. By amending this law, the 
Andover Senior Center will be in com- 
pliance with the laws that oversee the 
operation of bingo games. 

The Andover Senior Center was cit- 
ed by the Lottery Commission for vio- 
lating several aspects of the bingo law. 
At issues were the price charged for 
each card and the dollar amount of 
cash prizes. The bingo amendment 
allows the center to charge 50 cents per 
card and raises the limit on cash prize 
money to $50 per game. 

“During my visits to the Andover 
Senior Center, I have witnessed just 
how popular bingo is to the members 
of the center and I am pleased that I 
was able to see that this amendment 
pass in the Senate,” said Senator 
O’Brien. “By securing this amend- 
ment, I am happy to report that 
Andover seniors will be able to contin- 
ue to play bingo at the senior center.”

Black bear seen 
in West Andover

A black bear was seen in West 
Andover two times last week near the 
River Road area. Wayne Nader, 
Andover’s animal control officer, said 
he believes the animal is the same bear 
seen in Methuen the previous week. 

“From what I’ve found out black 
bears are considered good swimmers 
and climbers. It’s conceivable that the 
bear swam across the river,” from 
Methuen, he said. 


Officer Nader said descriptions of 
the bear suggest it weighs 125 to 150 
pounds. He said if people see the bear 
they should leave it alone, walk away 
from the area and contact police. Resi- 
dents in the River Road area should 
take precautions by keeping trash cov- 
ered, or stored in a garage if possible. 
They should “absolutely not” leave 
food out for the bear, he said. 

Officer Nader said he spoke with 
officials from the Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife, who told him they won’t 
do anything about the bear unless it 
moves into more populated areas. 
Those officials hope the bear will leave 
the area on its own and seek more 
densely wooded areas of the state or 
Southern New Hampshire, Office Nad- 
er said. 


“T was told that black bears are con- 
sidered shy animals for the most part 
unless they are cornered. Also, that 
they are more active at night,” he said. 

The sightings reported to officials 
have been of a single bear. But, if it is a 
mother with cubs it could be more dan- 
gerous, he said. If a human were to 
walk between the two, said Officer 
Nader, the mother bear could possibly 
become aggressive if she perceived a 
threat to her babies.

Central St. bridge 
fo open soon 


The Central Street Bridge over the 
Shawsheen River should be opened to 
traffic by this weekend. A leak in a 
water line across the new bridge 
delayed the span from being finished 
last week. The leak was repaired Tues- 
day and the final paving was to be done 
today, Thursday, according to Brian 
Moore, assistant town engineer. 

“The water main is OK. The con- 
tractor who is going to be doing the 
final paving couldn’t come in today. He 
is supposed to be in tomorrow,” Mr. 
Moore said Wednesday morning. But 
opening depends on whether every- 
thing goes as scheduled, he said. 

The remaining work includes only a 
“couple hours” of paving, the removal 
of the Jersey barriers at each end of 
the work area and the painting of the 
yellow stripe down the middle. 

The new span is wider than the old 
one. The old steel-grate bridge and sup- 
porting abutments have been com- 
pletely replaced with new abutments 
and an entirely new steel-reinforced 
concrete deck with a paved surface. It 
has Jersey barriers on the south side 
and a bridge railing on the north side, 
which carries the sidewalk. 

As soon as the Central Street bridge 
is re-opened, work will begin on 
Stevens Street to replace the steel-grate 
bridge over the river there. “It will be 
Tuesday or Wednesday before Stevens 
Street is ready to be shut,” Mr. Moore 
said. The delay in completing the Cen- 
tral Street work could push the target 
completion date for the Stevens Street 
bridge from October into November, 
according to Mr. Moore. The Central 
Street bridge has been closed since the 

end of October when it was deemed 
unsafe due to rusted structural beams. 
The Stevens Street bridge has the same 
problems. Work was delayed on the 
Central Street bridge first by a prob- 
lem with awarding the contract and

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Richard Neal has a new job

Andover Middle School since 1985. 

The committee elected Mr. Neal in 
a 4 to 0 vote at its Tuesday night 
meeting. Chairwoman Susan Dalton 
was absent from the meeting. Mr. 
Neal and the three other finalists 
were interviewed by the committee 
last week. 

The other finalists were John 
Delaney, principal of W.S. Parker 
Middle School in Reading; Joan Con- 
nolly, principal of O’Maley Middle 
School in Gloucester; and Elsa 
Wasserman, principal of Chelsea 
High School. 

Mr. Neal was the only finalist who 
does not have a doctorate in educa- 
tion. Mark McQuillan, superinten- 
dent of schools, said all the finalists 
were qualified to become the assis- 
tant superintendent, but Mr. Neal’s 
experience as a teacher and adminis- 
trator in Andover for 14 years, and 
his “intimate” knowledge of the com- 
munity set him apart from the other 
finalists. 

“T consider myself lucky to have a 
new assistant superintendent who 
will be able to cover so much 
ground,” Dr. McQuillan said. 

Mr. Neal was out of town attend- 
ing an administrators’ conference 
and could not be reached. His wife, 
Barbara, said he was “very excited” 
Tuesday night when he heard the 
news. He will begin in the position 
starting in August. 
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‘He was really, really 
hoping he’d get the 


job.’

“He was really, really hoping he’d 
get the job,” said Mrs. Neal. 

During his interview with the 
committee last week, Mr. Neal 
stressed his experience in and com- 
mitment to the school system, as well 
as his love for Andover, which he has 
called home for the past 40 years. 
Among his qualifications, Mr. Neal 
listed his administrative experience 
as a committee member with the 
state Department of Education and 
as a past president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Middle School Principals 
Association. He also said his 
strengths include overseeing build- 
ing maintenance, developing capital 
improvement projects for his school 
and managing restrictive budgets. 

“When I started in North Andover 
times were not so good. The build- 
ings needed a lot of work and North 
Andover has had tough budgets to 
work with, but I’ve tried to view that 
as opportunities to do things differ- 
ently — innovatively,” Mr, Neal told 


the committee last week. 

“With all the experience I’ve had, 
I’ve never been more ready to accept 
this position and responsibility,” he 
said. 

Mr. Neal also developed a six-part 
TV program on middle school con- 
cepts for an educational cable TV 
network. He has conducted work- 
shops in the United States as well as 
Canada. 

School Committee member Susan 
Jenkins, who was also a member of 
the search committee that selected 
Mr, Neal to be a finalist, said he will 
bring a “wealth of experience and 
stability to the school community 
and I think he will work well with 
Dr. McQuillan.” 

Mr. Neal worked for the Andover 
public schools 14 years. He began as 
a math teacher when there was one 
junior ‘high school in town. When the 
school split into two schools, he was 
named assistant principal of West 
Junior High. He served as acting 
principal there for one year. In 1974 
he became a middle school principal 
in Westford. In 1985 he became the 
principal of North Andover Middle 
School. 

He has three children, a son who 
graduated from Andover High 
School in 1992, a daughter who grad- 
uated from AHS this year, and anoth- 
er daughter who will enter the fourth 
grade at Bancroft Elementary School 
in the fall.

Following months of delays, the 
School Committee Tuesday night 
unanimously approved a second set of 
education specifications for additions 
at the elementary school level and a set 
of specifications for additions to the 
high school. The School Committee 
would like to add 141 seats to South 
Elementary School and 400 seats to 
Andover High School, as well as make 
renovations and improvements to San- 
born Elementary School. 

Those additions and renovations 
could cost as much as $11 million, but 
as much as 60 percent could be reim- 
bursed by the state, according to Mark 
McQuillan, superintendent of schools. 

The 141-seat elementary school addi- 
tion, if built along School Committee 
guidelines, would add 25,000 square 
feet to South Elementary School. The 
addition would create enough space for 
individual rooms for art, music, spe- 
cial education, computer education 
and a standard-size elementary school 
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Committee approves school addition plans 


Currently South Elementary School 
is so crowded that the library was 
moved to a smaller location, and art, 
music and special education rooms 
were converted into classrooms. 

If the School Building Committee 
goes along with School Committee sug- 
gestions, a 60,000-square-foot addition 
to Andover High School would include 
a new science wing with expanded lab- 
oratories, a larger cafeteria, a large 
study hall, several new regular class- 
rooms, one large group-instruction 
room, an applied technology space that 
room for 
computers and equipment, improved 
enlarged guidance and 
administrative offices and perhaps an 


The newly approved specifications 
will now go to the School Building 
Committee, which is the official legal 
board responsible for deciding the 
most educationally and fiscally respon- 
sible way to build the additions at both 
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was looking to add 300 seats at the ele- 
mentary level and close down the 
Shawsheen School, which was built in 
the 1920s. This time the committee has 
asked for just 141 new seats at the ele- 
mentary level and has pledged to keep 
the school open for the next three to 
four years until an addition is built — 
preferably at South Elementary. 


schools. It may or may not decided that 
expanding South School is the best 
choice. 

Five of the nine SBC members 
appointed by Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski last spring have resigned, 
including its chairman, Ken Gropper, 
who was chairman of the town’s previ- 
ous SBC in the late 1970s and early ’80s. 
Residents who are interested in serv- 
ing on the SBC should contact the town 
manager’s office. 


When the SBC received education 
specifications last spring, committee 
members voted to build a new 300-seat 
elementary school on Burnham Road 
near the lot where Penguin Park is 
located. Following several months of 
pressure from the Burnham Road 
neighbors, parents of secondary-school 
students who believed crowding at the 
high school should be addressed before 
crowding at the elementary level, the 
School Committee requested earlier 
this year that the SBC halt its cam- 
paign to build a new elementary 
school. 

The School Committee asked the 
board to wait for education specifica- 
tions for a high school addition and 
work on the two plans at the same 
time,

The mail room at Phillips Academy 
is busy every weekday afternoon dur- 
ing the school year. Greater Lawrence 
Education Collaborative students Julie 
Morris, 20, and Denise Carriere, 19, 
both from Andover, are integral mem- 
bers of the staff who helped keep things 
running smoothly. They sorted the 
mail and put it into students’ mail box- 
es. 

“These two girls have done an excel- 
lent job for us,” said Barbara Fitzger- 
ald, who oversees the mail room. 

The two also worked in the back 
room and staffed the pick-up window, 
where students and faculty go for their 
packages. 

“Denise is really bubbly and Julie is 
a little bit quiet. They work well togeth- 
er and have been a great help,” Ms. 
Fitzgerald said. 

Jim Watson, 21, and Kim Donadt, 18, 
both of North Andover, are also GLEC 
students who worked at PA, during the 
school year, at the academy resources

office. They helped with mass mailings 
and other clerical tasks. 

The students may have special 
needs — they are mentally disabled — 
but they are just like every other other 
working person in that they look for- 
ward to their paychecks at the end of 
the week. When asked what their 
favorite part of their job is, each 
answered a bit differently — one said he 
enjoyed placing stickers and labels on 
envelopes, and another said she 
enjoyed working with people in the 
office — but they all smiled and nodded 
when reminded about their paychecks. 

When Ms. Morris cashed her first 
paycheck she did something nice for 
her family: She took her mother and 
grandmother out to eat. She is the 
daughter of Mary E. Morris of Maple 
Avenue.

“We try to bring students who are 
developmentally delayed into the work 
force and give them the support to 
learn skills that will make them good 
workers,” said Jim Goodwin, supervi- 
sor of the VISIONS program, which 
works with 45 GLEC students. Students 
work five days a week, at six job sites 
and are paid minimum wage — $4.25 an 
hour. Some students work with job 
coaches. Coaches usually work directly 
with one employee in each of the job 
sites to coordinate the work each com- 
pany wants done. 

PA is one of six area businesses 
(four in Andover) to employ VISIONS 
students. The others are Vicor, 
Andover Marriott and the Canteen 
Corp. at Raytheon in Andover; and 
Bull Worldwide Information Systems 
and Finelle Cosmetics, both in 
Lawrence. 

Young adults ages 14 to 21 are eligi- 
ble for the VISIONS program. Part- 
time students attend classes in the

He did his internship at Long 
Island College Hospital from 1944 
to 1945 and his pediatric residen- 
cy at Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston from 1948 to 
1950. 

Dr. O’Shea served in the Navy 
during World War II from 1945 to 
1946. In 1947, he joined the 
McCarthy Clinic in Lawrence to 
establish a pediatric department. 

He was recalled for naval duty 
in 1952 during the Korean War 
and served two years. 

He practiced medicine from 
1947 to 1989, when he retired 
because of illness. 

Dr. O’Shea served on the 
senior pediatric staff at Holy 
Family and Lawrence General 
hospitals. He was chief of pedi- 
atrics at Holy Family Hospital 
from 1958 to 1968. 

In 1969, he organized and 
directed the first comprehensive 
community program in New 
England to combat drug and 
alcohol abuse and addiction. 

Dr. O’Shea’s five-point pro- 
gram consisted of a hotline, 
storefront walk-in clinic, hospi- 
tal detoxification and Challenge 
House, a residential drug treat- 
ment center at the Searles Estate 
in Methuen. The program, spon- 
sored by both local hospitals and 
major industries, was organized 
by George Goodman, former 
president of the Bon Secours 
Hospital Men’s Guild. 

Dr. O’Shea sponsored a bill, 
known as “Dr. O’Shea’s Bill,” 
which allowed adolescents while 
under treatment for chemical

substance abuse to receive medi- 
cal treatment without parental 
consent. 

In 1975, Dr. O’Shea bought 
property on Essex Street with 
the help of businessmen from 
Andover and North Andover and 
opened a Christian coffee house 
to reach youths involved with 
substance abuse. 

Dr. O'Shea was a fellow in the 
American Academy of Pediatrics 
and the American Academy of 
Environmental Medicine. He 
was also a member of the Mass. 
Medical Society, American Medi- 
cal Association, New England 
Pediatric Society, American Col- 
lege of Allergy and Immunology, 
Pan American Allergy Society, 
American Academy of Allergy 
and the American In-Vitro Aller- 
gy Society. 

He was president of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Environmental 
Medicine from 1982 to 1983. The 
academy pioneered 
approaches in treatment of aller- 
gies and recognized chemical 
and food sensitivities. 

Dr. O’Shea did the first and 
only double-blind study demon- 
strating the cause of hyperactive 
children. 

Dr. O’Shea co-authored Envi- 
ronmental Medicine, a book pub- 
lished by Keats Publishing Co. in 
1987, 

After retiring, he was 
involved in research, writing 
and lecturing and was a consul- 
tant in the field of environmental 
medicine. 

He received the Ralph B. 
Wilkinson Good Citizenship 
Award in 1970 from the Greater 
Lawrence Junior Chamber of 
Commerce and was awarded the 
Book of Golden Deed by the 
Lawrence Exchange Club.

AN OLD TWIST 

The sacroiliac joints are located on either side of the 
triangular sacrum (at the base of the spine), where it meets the 
wing-shaped ilium bones of the pelvis.

“Lots of pieces’ shapes are defined 
by the equations,” explained Mr, Frish- 
man. “Length wise, it looked like a lot 
of banana peels. We changed this and 
that around and fooled around until we 
got the shape we liked.” 

The finished product, a 25-foot by 10 
1/2-foot blimp, with a radius of 1.7 
meters, received $2,000-$2,500 funding 
from the school administration, includ- 
ing the math and physics department, 
Westinghouse Airships International, 
and Dupont Chemical Corporation 
donated the silvery material. 

“During the last week of school,” 
Mr. Smith explained, “we flew the 
blimp at the senior faculty banquet. A

say’s daughter, Diane, is responsible 
for administrative work. She married 
Michael Johnson who is also a vet 
there. Animals of all sizes, ages and 
colors are at the hospital. Some are 
healthy, some are groggy, some are 
loud and some are quiet. From a tiny 
Dachshund, Max, to two wild blue jays, 
one thing is certain — they all seem 
very well cared for. 

The veterinarians see from 80 to 100 
patients per day and perform approxi- 
mately eight to 10 surgeries daily. A 
visitor saw two in progress — one on a 
German Shepard and another on a cat. 
The boarding animals bark cheerfully 
as the staff walk by eagerly enjoying a 
pet or two. 

Aside from being a family business, 
Andover Animal Hospital also offers 
many other services. 

Dr. Martha Lindsay is becoming an 
expert in the field of exotic animals 
such as goats and tropical birds. 
“Martha does tons of exotics,” Mrs. 
Johnson said. “Her work is known all 
over New England.” 

The animal hospital will make 
house calls in select cases for people 
who are elderly or cannot get their pet 
to the facility, said Mrs. Johnson. 

The hospital boards animals, and 
works with the town as a holding facili- 
ty for stray animals. Currently there 
are two strays: a male Beagle found at 
Lawrence airport and a young, male, 
black lab found on River Road. Dogs 
are held for 10 days before they are 
available for adoption and cats are held 
for four. 

The hospital charges a $3 adoption 
fee and requires the pet to be spayed or 
neutered. 

For owners who are picking up a 
lost pet, there is a $25 fee, imposed by 
the town, and the hospital’s $7 (per 
day) boarding fee. The animal must 
also get any vaccinations it didn’t pre- 
viously have. 

At the hospital, there are also two 
young blue jays that the vets are rais- 
ing to be freed into the wild when they 
are old enough. 

Richard Lindsay said being a vet 
has many rewarding moments, “We do 
what we like to,” he said. “It’s a suc- 
cessful day just being content with 
your job and enjoying it. There are so 
many individual highlights.” 

He said veterinary medicine has 
changed tremendously during the time 
he has been a vet. “Veterinary 
medicine has made greater strides in 
the past 85 years than human 
medicine,” he said. “It is able to adapt 
the new technology of human 
medicine.” 

Richard Lindsay also said that there 
are new and expanded diagnostic 
advances. “We use more ultrasound 
and X-rays,” he said. 

The new advances in veterinary 
medicine have also affected the cost. 

“The cost of veterinary medicine 
has gone higher,” Richard Lindsay 
said. 

One of the hospital’s “most accom- 
plishing” success stories is the surgery 


the vets perform on puppies with con- 
genital heart problems, the so-called 
“blue baby syndrome.” “Untreated, 
they would die within a year, but they 
can now live normal lives,” Richard 
Lindsay said. “It gives them a normal 
life span.” 

He said treating cases that are “diffi- 
cult things to diagnose” makes him 
proud. Richard Lindsay remembers 
the case of a dog patient that developed 
cancer 2 1/2 years ago. Test results said 
that the animal would die in 12 to 16 
weeks but “with treatment he’s healthy 
and living a good-quality life,” he said. 

Dr. Martha Lindsay said some of her 
most rewarding cases include solving 
behavioral problems that have been 
“driving the owner[s] nuts.” In cases 
where the animals would normally 
have been put to sleep, she can get 
them living successfully together 
again. 

Richard Lindsay said the laboratory 
computer has sped up inventory and 
made the vets more aware of individu- 
al cases. “If there is a new medication, 
or diet, for a disease we can go back 
through the computer, contact the 
owners and tell them that there is a 
new treatment,” he said. 

According to the vets, the immedi- 
ate risks facing animals in Andover 
this season are rabies, heat stroke, and 
routine vaccination diseases such as 
distemper, hepatitis and heart worm. 

“Rabies is number one,” Richard 
Lindsay said. 

All animals, even those that live 
indoors, should be vaccinated against 
rabies because they are also at risk of 
being exposed. “They do escape once in 
a while,” he said. 

“T would have gone to medical 
school if I hadn’t gone to veterinary 
school,” Richard Lindsay said. “I felt 
I'd be happier with animals.” 

Dr. Michael Johnson said he was 
interested in medicine in high school 
and started working at an animal hos- 
pital. “I had to decide between animal 
medicine and human medicine and I 
thought they [animals] would be more 
challenging,” he said. 

Dr. Johnson said being a veterinari- 
an is rewarding “if you are willing to 
work hard and enjoy working with 
people as well as animals.” 

“Tt’s a people-oriented business,” he 
said. “You have to get along with the 
owners as well as the animals. It’s a 
medical profession, not just an animal 
profession.” 

While Richard Lindsay said that the 
clientele of the hospital has not 
changed that much, he believes they 
have become more educated through- 
out the years. “We encourage them to 
know about diseases,” he said. “Some 
are more demanding because they are 
more educated.” 

He has respect for his clients. “I 
believe that people who take care of 
their animals are pretty nice people.” 

Richard Lindsay said veterinary 
medicine is a learning science that 
requires a “heated, inquisitive mind.” 
He said the family business “keeps 
communication within the family.”

Raccoon broke into local 
house three times

A night visit from a strange, furry 
creature could be startling, especially 
if it’s in your home! Paula Movsesian, 
of Marie Drive, had such an 
encounter — with a raccoon — on June 
22. 

It was 11:20 p.m. and she was 
upstairs in her bedroom and all the 
lights were off. Suddenly she heard 
the shades flapping in her kitchen 
and one shade “sounded horren- 
dous,” Mrs. Movsesian said. 

She went downstairs to investi- 
gate. She turned on the light, walked 
across the room, and saw a big hole 
ripped in the screen door. Next to the 
screen door was the trash and next to 
the trash was a little black bandit. 

She also saw her cat, Smoky, pac- 
ing back and forth in the kitchen. 
Startled by the light, and Ms. Movs- 
esian’s movement, the raccoon bolted 
out the hole in the screen door and 
into the night. 


Ms. Movsesian had left the door 
open, but the screen door closed, and 
she thinks the raccoon smelled the 
food in the trash and clawed through 
the screen door to get at it. The bandit 
didn’t leave for good. It returned a 
short time later and attempted to pen- 
etrate the screen again. This time the 
door was closed and he got caught 
between the screen and the door. Ms. 
Movsesian “made noises with the 
door” and it jumped out and ran 
down the stairs. 

“Tt sat there looking up at me,” she 
said. “He was a brazen, very aggres- 
sive little guy.” 

She said it hung around outside for 
about 20 minutes. 

Although Mrs. Movsesian said the 
incident “was pretty scary,’ she was 
relieved it was a raccoon. “It could 
have been anyone.” 

While the story is brief and simple,

the repercussions of the incident are 
not. The little animal posed risk to 
the health of the cat and family 
because there was the chance that the 
animal carried rabies. 

Dr. Richard Lindsay, a veterinari- 
an at Andover Animal Hospital, said, 
“Tt was a risk. We don’t know which 
raccoons have rabies.” 

He also said that rabid raccoons 
are very unpredictable. “We don’t 
know what they will do.” 

Now Smoky, the cat, has to under- 
go multiple rabies vaccinations 
because he hadn’t been vaccinated 
before. 

Ten days later, the raccoon visited 
the Movsesian family again. It 
knocked out the screen window 
above the deck and raided the bread 
basket. 

Mrs. Movsesian believes it jumped 
on top of the grill on the deck to get to 
the window. “There was a loaf of 
bread on the deck and all my bagels 
were missing,” she said. “We knew it 
was him because there were raccoon 
prints all over the window.” 

Ms. Movsesian said she wants to 
make other people aware and encour- 
age them to vaccinate their animals. 
Dr. Martha Lindsay agrees that 
indoor animals should be vaccinated. 

Martha Lindsay said rabies isn’t 
the only raccoon-carried disease pet 
owners should be aware of. “There is 
also a certain kind of round worm 
which affects the raccoons,” she said. 
“Tt goes right to the brains of other 
animals.” 

Ms. Movsesian said the woodsy 
area around her home is popular for 
raccoons and she has also found them 
in her yard and garage. She said she 
can also hear them fighting at night. 

A Pilgrim Drive resident, who 
chose to remain anonymous, also 
expressed concern that rabid animals 
could possibly be in his neighbor- 
hood. He said a number of cats were 
being raised there and left to run 
wild. “The cats kept having litters 
and there was no way to find out 
whether or not they had been vacci- 
nated,” he said. “Some of the cats had 
unusual behavior.” 

He said he is worried about the 
health of his family. 

“Tf one of the cats does get it or do 
get it, we're out in the yard; it can 
walk right up and bite us,” he said, 

Cats are not required by the state 
to be licensed so there it no way of 
telling which cats are and which cats 
aren't vaccinated. The only way to 
obtain the vaccination information is 
through an animal’s veterinarian, In 
most cases, however, the vaccination 
information is confidential. “We do 
not give out information as to 
whether an animal does or does not 
have rabies unless it has bitten some- 
one,” 

Richard Lindsay said Andover 
Animal Hospital acts as an adviser to 
the Board of Health. “The law says 


they [cats] need the vaccination,” he 
said. “But there is no licensing for 
cats so there is no way to really 
enforce it.” 

Animal Control Officer Wayne 
Nader said an estimated 24 raccoons 
have entered the enclosed living 
areas of private houses here in the 
past five years. They usually get in 
through open doors and windows, 
chimneys, and holes in attics and are 
looking for shelter and food. 

“It’s one of those things that hap- 
pen,” he said. “If you walk by a 
restaurant, the food smells good, and 
the door is open, you go in,” 

Mr. Nader said to avoid home 
encounters with raccoons, residents 
should keep all trash covered, pull in 
bird feeders during the summer, and 
keep garbage inside. 

Local communities such as Haver- 
hill, Salem and Atkinson, N.H., have 
tested positive for the disease. In the 
state, 85 communities have proven 
cases of rabies in animals, said 
Michael Goldresen, of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Andover is 
still safe and not on that list. “Noth- 
ing I’ve tested has been positive,” Mr, 
Nader said. 

Mr. Nader said the rabies disease 
will hit Andover eventually but he 
could not predict when. “It’s a matter 
of time,” he said. “It’s punching its 
way through Massachusetts. It could 
happen tomorrow or a month from 
now.” 

Richard Lindsay said there is a 
threat of rabies in Andover but vacci- 
nation can prevent it from harming 
domestic animals, “There are rabid 
animals all around us,” he said. 

He also said rabies is the number- 
one risk facing animals in Andover 
this season. 

Martha Lindsay said raccoons are 
becoming more noticeable all over 
Andover and some were hanging 
around the playgrounds at Pike 
School during the day. “Some rac- 
coons are not afraid of people,” she 
said. 

A Massachusetts state law permits 
the trapping of wild animals on the 
premises, but prohibits the trans- 
portation or rehabilitation of these 
animals. 

According to the Andover Public 
Schools Department of Health Educa- 
tion, symptoms of rabies include: 
unusual behavior — an out-going pet 
suddenly becomes shy or a shy one 
becomes aggressive; a bat, normally a 
night creature, flies in the daytime; 
or a wild animal approaches humans 
in an unusual manner. Animals that 
run nervously without any direction, 
jump at sounds or snap at falling 
leaves may also be affected as well as 
dazed animals which walk unsteadily 
or drag their legs. In the advanced 
stages of the disease, saliva drips 
from the animal’s mouth because it 
cannot swallow. The disease kills an 
animal within 10 days. 

If a person is bitten by a possibly 
rabid animal the wound should be 
washed thoroughly with soap and 
water and the person should seek 
medical help immediately.

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But Mr. Reilly took himself to a 
Boston hospital on Tuesday afternoon 
for treatment of pain in the hand.

TV violence 
begets violence 


At least three families have agreed 
to give up television watching for a 
week to 10 days. It will be instructive 

“and interesting to see what those 
families do during the time they nor- 
mally watch TV. 

Did you ever emerge from a movie 
or TV watching feeling irritable or 
wrought up and not know why? A 
large block of time spent passively 
watching TV or movies can produce 
that effect. 

Although we expect and hope the 
Andover families will re-discover 
reading or playing games or some 
other active pastime, it doesn’t take 
a TV fast to make us realize that vio- 
lence seen by children on television 
begets violence in real life. 

Congressman Edward J. Markey, 
D-Malden, is pressuring the televi- 
sion industry to program TV sets 
with a special microprocessor that 
would make it possible to push a but- 
ton, thus blocking out most of the 
rape, murder and other violence that 
make up our children’s menu of 
entertainment. 

Recently, the four major TV net- 
works agreed to place warning advi- 
sories on violent programs this fall. 
But cartoons aren’t included. The 
labels will be: “Due to some violent 
content, parental discretion 
advised.” That’s a step in the right 
direction but it’s not much. 

Some argue that Rep. Markey’s 
push for a violence-zap button takes 
the responsibility away from parents 
who should be monitoring their chil- 
dren’s TV watching. That may be so, 
but parents apparently aren’t care- 
fully monitoring what their children 
watch and there is no doubt that kids 
are watching violence, and far too 
much of it. 

Of course the TV industry is 
against such a button, saying the 
cost of a TV set will go up at least 10 
percent for such a device to be 
installed, and saying that violence is 
just the problem that’s in vogue at 
the moment. That’s bogus reasoning. 
~ 'TV industry leaders are meeting at 
a conference in Los Angeles Aug. 2 to 
consider further steps to reduce vio- 
lence. We urge the industry to take 
dramatic steps. TV violence is con- 
tributing significantly to the random 

| and frightening violence that we are 
seeing all over the country.

Teens are concerned about the environment

If you are in my age category — 
your middle years I like to call them 
— you remember when you didn’t 
think twice about throwing a 
Kleenex f % 
out the 
car win- 
dow. Or, 
you 
uncon- 
sciously 
would 
throw a 
paper cup 
on the

the park when the picnic was over. 

Then we got smart and the coun- 
try went on a campaign to clean up. 
With publicity and consciousness 
raising, we began to understand that 
the Earth is not ours to mess up. 
Rather, the Earth is a gift that needs 
special care to survive. 

I know people who, when they see 
a driver throw a cigarette or a piece 
of trash out the car window, will fol- 
low that driver in order to have a 
chance to shame him or her into 
understanding that throwing waste 
out into the world is unacceptable 
behavior. 

I was at a Fourth of July party in 
Maine last weekend where a young 
couple were talking about their son — 


he is maybe 5 years old - and how 
when they went to the beach recently 
he was upset by the amount of trash 
left there. In fact, he started picking 
it up and his parents were having 
trouble explaining they would be 
there all night cleaning up, and yes, 
it was good to do that, but he couldn’t 
do it all by himself. 

Apparently at his nursery school 
the word is not to litter, because his 
parents admitted that he shamed 
them into being more diligent about 
recycling and picking up trash after 
themselves. 

We at the Townsman were pleased 
to note that the panel of teen-agers 
we convened recently to answer 
some questions about life in Andover 
answered “yes” to the question, “Do 
you care about the environment?” 

A new study reveals the environ- 
ment is the top concern among 
today’s young teen-agers (followed by 
pregnancy issues and drug and alco- 
hol abuse). The information is 
derived from more than 12,000 letters 
written by seventh- and eighth- 
graders to their U.S. representatives 
through the Respec Teen Speak for 
Yourself social studies curriculum. 

The Respec Teen Speak for Your- 
self curriculum was distributed 
nationwide last fall. The curriculum 
encourages young people to examine 
issues that affect their lives, teaches 


them how to express their views on 
public policy and works toward 
change in social issues, according to 
the promotional information 
released by the group. 

Here’s what the group said were 
top concerns of teens: 1) environment 
(1,710); 2) pregnancy issues (1,517); 3) 
drug/alcohol abuse (1,414); 4) educa- 
tion (830); 5) AIDS/STDs (641); 6) dis- 
crimination (578); 7) criminal justice 
(5382); 8) homelessness (518); 9) gun 
control (503); and 10) domestic policy 
(436).

My concern was that it might be pos- 
sible in a few years from now that they 
might decide to change the program to 
house mentally ill or substance abuse 
patients without even notifying the 
abutters in a neighborhood of single 
family residences. I decided to take a 
stand to oppose the transaction. After 
exhausting every avenue I could think 
of, it seemed the sale was still going for- 
ward. In a last ditch effort I decided to 
see if I could ruffle some feathers by 
addressing such a letter to the towns- 
people. I hoped that all the hoopla 
would make North Suffolk take the 
path of least resistance and go some- 
where else. 

Twelve years ago I had a roommate 
who was a social worker in a group 
home, She would bring home patients 
for the weekend to stay with us. I treat- 
ed them just like any other real people.

School bus fee remains 


By Lisa Boudreau 


Attempts to lower the bus fee for the com- 
ing school year failed at last week’s School 
Committee meeting. The $210 fee will remain 
the same for the 1993-’94 school year. It 
affects all secondary students regardless of 
how far they live from their schools. 


Grammar school students, except those 
attending the voluntary enrollment pro- 
grams at Shawsheen School, are exempt 
from the fee. 

In June committeeman Richard Muller 
proposed the board lower the fee to $125 per 
child and to cap the amount at $250 for fami- 
lies with two or more bus riders. The current 
$420 cap will remain the same. 


Mr. Muller proposed the reduction when 
the committee learned that the recently 
enacted Education Reform law pledges 
approximately $270,000 more in state aid for 
Andover. At that meeting the committee 
postponed taking any action to lower the fee 
and asked Mark McQuillan, superintendent 
of schools, to review Mr. Muller’s proposal 
and return with a recommendation. 


Mr. Muller was not present at last week’s 
committee meeting, but Dr. McQuillan asked 
the committee to vote on the reduction. If the 
vote had passed last week a second affirma-

tive vote would have been needed to reduce 
the fee. 

The motion was amended by committee 
member Mary Lyman, who suggested the fee 
remain same, but that the cap be lowered to 
$300. Fellow Committee members Susan 
Jenkins and Bill Huston voiced objections to 
Ms. Lyman’s suggestion. 


“There are a fair number of things that we 
haven't added back to the budget” now that 
Andover has been promised more state aid, 
said Ms. Jenkins. 


She said reducing the bus fee is not high 
on her priority list of how to spend the antici- 
pated state aid money. The fees generated 
about $200,000 last year, according to school 
department figures. 


Mr. Huston also believes that the current 
$210 fee has worked well. He said a large per- 
centage of the eligible secondary students 
already pay the fee even though it is $210. 


According to David Reilly, the school’s 
accountant, 90 percent - or 600 — of the eligi- 
ble seven through grade 12 students pay the 
$210 fee. 

He said most of the remaining 10 percent 
are older students who drive cars. He 
believes they would continue to drive them- 
selves to school even if the fee were lowered.

16 months old, with CPR

. Dr. David Samuels, of Ridge 
Hill Way, saved his 16-month-old 
son’s life last Saturday through 
the use of cardiopulmonary resus: 
citation, commonly called CPR. 


Brad Samuels was playing out- 
side and he fell off a rock, face- 
first, into some mulch, said his 
mother, Laurie Samuels. She 
rushed over to see what was 
wrong. She said Brad was walking 
and crying. She thought he was 
having a tantrum and she picked 
him up, and saw that his face was 
blue and he wasn’t breathing, She 
believes he had some mulch in his 
mouth and the crying caused him 


\~*to inhale it. 


“It just got stuck,” Mrs. 
Samuels said. 

She yelled to her husband who 
was on the porch and he ran over 
and whacked the baby, attempting 
to dislodge the mulch. 

“A bit of mulch came out but he 
still wasn’t breathing,” Mrs. 
Samuels said. Then, her husband 
immediately started CPR and the 
toddler came to, said Mrs. 
Samuels. 

Mrs. Samuels wants to encour- 
age people to learn CPR. 

“Thank God he [Dr. Samuels] 
‘knew it because the outcome 
could have been completely differ- 
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ent,” she said. 

She said her husband’s quick 
reaction was also imperative in 
the situation. “He new it [CPR] 
and was on top of it,” she said. 
“Brad wasn’t unconscious for a 
very long period.” 

Mrs. Samuels said people 
should be prepared for accidents 
such as this one. 

“We have two other kids; it 
could have been anyone,” she 
said. 

“Something like this can hap- 
pen at any time,” Mrs. Samuels 
said. “We are so careful to lock 
cabinets and not keep small toys 
around. He had nothing in his 
mouth.” 

Mrs. Samuels said the incident 
has led to neighborhood aware- 
ness of CPR and she plans to 
arrange a neighborhood class 
through the Red Cross. 

Mrs. Samuels knows CPR but 
has not taken a course to update 
her previous training. Her hus- 
band, who is a periodontist, is 
updated. 

“Tf he didn’t know it [CPR] and 
we had to wait for 911, the out- 
come could have been much 
worse,” she said. “Brad could have 
been brain damaged.”

Thomas Kenney sentenced to 2 years

Thomas Kenney, 22, of 2 Fosters Pond 
Road, was sentenced last week to two years 
at Walpole state prison for invading a Rat- 
tlesnake Hill Road home and robbing its 
owner last January. 

Mr. Kenney was found guilty on two 
counts of larceny of a motor vehicle, two 
counts of burglary, three counts of larceny 
over $250, armed burglary and assault on 
an occupant of a dwelling, assault with a 
dangerous weapon on a person over age 65 
and larceny from a victim over 65. 

The sentence was the result of a plea 
agreement, according to Stephen O’Con- 
nell, spokesman for the Essex County dis- 
trict attorney’s office. 
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Charges were dropped for lack of evi- 
dence against two others who were accused 
of being accomplices to the crimes. 

Mr. Kenney pleaded guilty to robbing 
Thomas Powers, 84, of 118 Rattlesnake Hill 
Road, three times. The first was Oct. 9, 1992, 
when $500 was taken from Mr. Powers’ wal- 
let after Mr. Kenney entered his home 
while the victim was sleeping. The second 
time was on Jan. 10 when $400 was taken. 

On Jan . 24, Mr. Kenney apparently 
could not find Mr. Powers’ wallet after he 
broke in, so he woke him and put a knife to 
his throat, demanding money. He took $200. 

He was arrested by Andover detectives 
David Grant, Donald Pattullo and James 
Haggerty after an investigation.

July 1893 


Abraham Mills lies at the general 
hospital suffering from a bullet hole in 
his left breast caused by the discharge 
of a revolver in the hand of Giles Hall, 
while a complaint of assault with a 
dangerous weapon hangs over the lat- 
ter’s head. 

Hall resides at 88 Margin street, 
where Mills also made his home with 
the family of James Crabtree, and it 
was in the yard there that a sensational 
shooting affray took place, which 
resulted in Mills’ injury and Hall’s 
arrest, several hours before daylight. 

It was shortly before 12:30 o’clock 
this morning -when John Phillips of 36 
Morton street noticed an object lying in 
the street nearly opposite his resi- 
dence. Going toward it he found it to be 
the body of a man. 

As inquiry to what he was doing 

‘there brought the response, “I am

shot.” 

Mr. Phillips went for help, and in the 
meantime Charles Burnham appeared 
on the scene and his attention was also 
attracted to the prostrate form. 

It was no long before assistance was 
at hand and a police officer was sought 
for. It was thought at first that he was 
suffering from the effects of liquor, but 
that he was really shot was soon 
learned. 

At St. Mary’s chapel Wednesday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock Mr. Cornelius A. 
McCarthy, cashier for the Lawrence 
gas company, and Miss Georgina V. 
Sullivan, until recently a teacher in the 
Washington school, were united in 
marriage. The Rev. James T. O’Reilly, 
OSA, performed the marital ceremony. 
Mr. Andrew McCarthy, brother of the- 
groom, officiated as best man and a sis- 
ter of the bride, acted as bridesmaid. 
The bride was charmingly attired in
